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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Cameron does in fact include an "elastic 
nonwoven" comprising an elastic component (elastic thread, 22 or 24) and a non-elastic component (paper layers, 12 and 14). In the final 
product tooth cleaner of Cameron, the elastic thread is structurally combined with the paper web to form an elastic nonwoven. The elastic 
thread of Cameron is incorporated into the paper web by its rows of stitching (Column 3 Lines 29-36). Ness provides a teaching that one 
would clean the teeth much quicker with the first and second members and connecting portion (Page 2 Column 2 Lines 12-17). The 
device of Adams, IV may be semi-rigid and it would have been obvious to have the first and second members comprise an elastic 
nonwoven, as McCarver teaches, so that the semi-rigid device of Adams, IV may be form-fitting to a finger and it would have further been 
obvoius to modify Adams, IV and McCarver to include projections in a z-direction, as Mader teaches, in order to provide a further tooth- 
cleaning surface. 
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
